Almost  15,700  people  were  there  to  see  Sabr  Tayeb  come  home  the  winner  in  a  close  finish  to  the 
TattersalTs  Gold  Cup.  The  cup  designed  by  Club  member  Brian  O'Connor  won  the  admiration  of 
all  racegoers. 

'  The  guest  of  honour  at  the  luncheon  was  John  Inglis,  a  very  popular  member  and  great 
supporter  of  TattersalTs.  The  Race  Committee  really  did  a fine  job  in  organising  the  meeting.  Our 
grateful  thanks  also  go  to  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  for  allowing  the  Club  the  use  of  Randwick  to 
stage  our  meeting.  The  condition  of  the  track  was  excellent,  especially  after  so  much  racing  over 
the  Christmas  —  New  Year  period. 

On  7  th  January  a  luncheon  was  held  at  the  Club  to  honour  the  90th  Birthday  of  Life  Member 
Tom  Powell.  A  large  number  of friends,  both  old  and  new,  gathered  to  mark  the  day.  Sir  Nicholas 
Shehadie  proposed  the  toast  to  his  close  friend  and  many  stories  were  told  of  Tom  *s  long  and 
outstanding  associations  with  racing  and  the  Club.  We  all  hope  to  meet  again  for  Tom  *s  century 
luncheon.  Ken  Upton  and  Peter  Twigg  deserve  thanks  for  arranging  such  an  enjoyable  day. 


Your  Committee  late  last  year  decided  it  was  time  to  find  a  more  effective  way  of  keeping 
members  regularly  informed  of  happenings,  both  past  and future,  at  the  Club.  It  was  decided  this 
be  done  by  reducing  the  number  of  issues  of  the  Club  magazine  from  six  to  two  each  year,  these  to 
be  forwarded  in  May  and  November,  and  in  all  other  months  to  issue  a  Club  newsletter  of  which 
this  is  the  first. 


At  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Committee  promised  it  would  come  to  members  with  a 
proposal  with  regard  to  the  building.  Since  last  year  when  the  complete  redevelopment  of  the  site 
was  proved  unviable,  many  hours  of  discussions  have  been  held  with  architects  and  other  experts 
in  an  effort  to  find  the  most  effective  means  of  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Ordinance  70 
fire  safety  regulations  and  combining  them  with  a  reorganisation  of  Club  facilities  within  the 
existing  building. 


The  Brief  of  the  panel  contained  two  other  important  considerations.  Firstly,  the  alterations 
should  be  done  in  such  a  way  that  members  be  not  inconvenienced  or  disadvantaged.  Secondly, 
the  project,  if  possible,  should  be  self  financing  with  members  not  being  called  on  to  contribute  to 
the  cost. 


Some  little  time  could  elapse  before  concrete  proposals  are  formulated.  However,  Commit¬ 
tee  is  anxious  for  the  whole  matter  to  be  resolved  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  on  12th  June, 


1985. 


This  year  the  Club  has  been  able  to  contain  yearly  subscriptions  at  the  levels  applying  for  the 
current  financial  year.  However  this  approach  can  only  apply  as  long  as  the  level  of  usage  of  the 
Club 's  dining  rooms  and  bars  is  maintained,  if  not  increased.  lam  sure  all  members  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  only  way  the  Club  can  contain  rising  costs  is  by  increasing  turnover,  which  is  increased 
usage  of  the  facilities  by  members.  The  Committee  hopes  all  members  will  help  in  this  way  in  1985.

160  YEARS  BETWEEN 
THEM,  AND  STILL 
GOING

The  fact  that  Warrawee  bowlers.  Bill  Stone  and  Doug  Gib¬ 
son,  were  runners-up  in  the  club  pairs  recently  would  hardly 
have  the  statisticians  running  for  the  record  books. 

However,  considering  their  ages  total  160  years  it  is  an  out¬ 
standing  effort. 

Gibson,  84,  like  good  red  wine,  seems  to  be  getting  better  with 
age. 

Mr  Warrawee,  as  he  is  affectionately  known,  has  won  every 
club  title  on  numerous  occasions  and  hasn’t  missed  a  Gold 
Coast  Carnival  for  more  than  20  years. 

A  pupil  of  the  late  Gordon  Sergeant,  he  appears  to  be  follow¬ 
ing  in  the  footsteps  of  that  master  bowler  who  was  still  winning 
well  into  his  70s. 

Bill  Stone  retired  as  a  regional  vice  president  for  National 
Cash  Registers  —  then  took  up  the  game  seriously. 

He  is  an  object  lesson  that  it  is  never  too  late  to  start  and  in  the 
last  14  years  has  built  up  a  great  record  at  the  North  Shore  club. 

Before  he  retired  he  didn’t  have  his  name  on  the  honours 
board,  but  now  has  it  there  1 1  times. 

He  has  won  the  club  fours  six  times,  the  latest  this  year,  and 
has  been  successful  in  every  major  club  event  except  the  thimble. 

A  former  nine  handicapper  at  golf  at  Melbourne’s  Yarra 
Yarra  Golf  Club,  Bill  joined  Melbourne  Windsor  in  1936  and 
won  the  minor  singles  at  his  second  attempt. 

He  transferred  to  Sydney  and  after  joining  Pymble  Golf  Club 
decided  to  switch  to  Warrawee  Bowling  Club  where  he  has  been 
for  23  years. 

Bill  was  a  good  snooker  and  billiards  player  and  played  for 
Hawthorn’s  Aussie  Rules  Second  18  in  1936. 

A  great  club  man.  Bill  plays  in  the  top  tennis  team  at  his  club 
and  has  been  on  just  about  every  committee  and  sub-committee. 

And  at  the  age  of  76,  he  still  averages  at  least  three  games  a 
week.
